HESE are the days of delusions, 
but happily comparatively few 


Americans are allowing themselves to 
be deluded. A spurious "idealism" 
la the mask for un-American propa- 
ganda. The true Idealist Is construc- 
tive IB his thoughts and Intentions). 
Tho mock idealist Is a destructlonlst 
and It Is the destrnctiouist "ideal" 
which Is baing. preached today by the 
native born anarchist of parlor and 
drawing room and by the foreign born 
anarchist of the soap box. Most of 
thp native born preachers of isms oth- 
er than Americanism, themselves are 
deluded, but most o£ the alien preach- 
ers are not. in the least deluded. They 
resent restraint of any kind, rule, law 
and order. Their Idea of perfect lib- 
erty Is the unrestricted right to do 
anything which their passions may 
dictate. They are (or no government 
and Inst of all are they for the Amer- 
ican government. 


It Is certain that these preachers 


never can delude the American people 
to the point of Inducing them to give 
np true liberty for a action, provided 
the people are on their guard anil that 
those of them who think lightly should 
be nigde to think rightly.. 


The* teachers of "Something better 


than Is to be found here," know as well 
as Edmund Burke knew that the peo- 
ple will never give np their liberties 
but under some delusion. Therefore 
it Is that these teachers seek to de- 
lude. They prey with argument up- 
on the weaknesses, the cupidities'and 
the passions of men. The unthinking 
are their quarry. They can do tittle 
harm If their efforts are met promptly. 
It Is thqthigh duty of Americans so 
to meet these preachers of "that state 
made perfect: because It knows uo 
law." 


Burke knew the people. He was 


one of the 'champions In the British 
parliament of the American colonies 
and of :'tlielr rights. It seems a su- 
perfluous' tiling to say that the people 
will pot give up their liberties unless 
"tftjfy are {deluded'. Liberty Is the most 
precloup possession which a mnn has 
:glf^<h«i£fpr*, It is Inconceivable that 
"wittingly he would part 'with It. The 
strength of Burke's expression lies 
In the fact that he said It was only 
under delusion that the people would 
give up their liberties. When the peo- 
ple are ao deluded that they will part 
with that which counts most In the 
human life they have reached that 
state of decadence which Will make 
It forever Impossible for their genera- 
tion to recover that which has been 
lost.

Attorney

is soon as official notification comes 
from Washington that the thirty- 
;ix states have ratified the nineteenth 
amendment. 


"I am glad to think that 
Pennsyl- 


vania the great old citadel of Re- 
publicanism., took action upon the 
Su.^an JB. Anthony] amendment in 
ime to be of some service, as an 
example to other states,"' said Gov- 
ernor Sproul. 


He said that Pennsylvania would

vania was the seventh state to ratify. 


"Pennsylvania is going to do every- 


thing possible to bring about a full

pate in politics.

ways represent that part of their 
constituency which takes an active

them." 


Governor Sproul pointed out that 


of the thirty-ifive states which ratified 
;he amendment, twenty-eight are Re- 
publican, and it has not been rejected 
by any Republican state, while six 
Democratic states have rejected it. 
He urged the women to stick to the 
party which has done things for the 
women at their suggestion without 
their vota. 


Senator Lenroot sounded the 


of the presidential campaign in a vig- 
orous address. 


The issues, as made by President 


Wilson and the Democratic party, 
are the preservation of the indepen- 
dence of the American people and 
the re-establishment in the United 
States of a republican form of gov- 
ernment in the place of the Wilson 
autocracy which now exists..

"I say that, primarily, America did 


not enter the war to make the world 
safe for democracy," said Lenroot, 
"but to make America continue to be 
safe for liberty." 


He brought out that the European 


nations carried away the spoils of 
war and now ask us to protect them. 
He- told of how Shantung was taken 
by Germany from China for the death 
of two missionaries. 
Japan entered 


the war and took Shantung. Then 
China entered the war, and expected 
the return of Shantung, but a secret 
treaty was made with Japan, he 
pointed out, by'which Shantung was 
handed to that country. 


"Under /the provisions of article 


ten of the ieace treaty we would have 
to fight on the side of Japan," he de- 
clared. 


"If there had b«en a league of na- 


tions and an article ten in 1776 there 
would have been no United States. 
France, instead of helping the colo- 
nies would have had to fight for Eng- 
land. In 1898, with an article ten, we 
could not have freed Cuba, but would 
have been compelled to fight on the 
side of Spain to subdue the Cuban 
patriots. This is the kind of thing 
to which article ten would bind us. 


"We have won the war, but we are 


not at peace. President Wilson is 
permitting an autocracy worse than 
the one we destroyed. He said we 
entered the war to make the world

Finally, after entirely too much procrastination, a clear-case 


has been established against Ludwig C. A. K. Martens, the "So- 
viet Ambassador" to the United States, and the way is open for 
his deportation. 


Martens' mission to this country was openly advertised as 


an effort to establish relations between the United States aqd 
Lenine, but between the lines of this declaration one could easily 
read the fact that he came to these shores for no other purpose 
than to plot against the government and to give encouragement 
to those who were trying to undermine American institutions. 
This has now been proved against him and no time should be lost 
in shipping him back whence he came. 


Martens brought millions in money. Not only was (he the 


friend of Russian anarchists and Bolshevists, but he hoped to 
bribe men in high places by offers of gigantic contracts for all 
manner of supplies to be sent to Russia to help bolster up the 
government of Lenine, which has been unable to get that coun- 
try back to a producing basis. He is a dangerous man and he 
ought not to have been permitted to land in the United States, 
much less openly represent Soviet Russia here—Harrisburg Tele- 
graph. 


DECLARING PEACE 


Has Congress the power to declare a stafe of peace, without 


entering into a treaty of peace ? That seems the chief if not sole 
question involved in the almost interminable discussion of the 
powers of Congress release Executive war control over the status 
of citizens. • 


It would seem as faulty to maintain that the power to engage 


in actual hostilities given to the Execuive carries with it exclu- 
sive^powcr to determine the civil status of citizens, as to contend 
that the power to declare war carries with it the exclusive right 
to end it. 


While Congress alone has the power to declare the existence 


of a state of war, there can be no question of the right and obli- 
gation of the Executive, in the event of invasion, to wage war 
of defense with all its instrumentalities, before any such declara- 
tion. Inde.ed.it is a settled principle of international law that 
no element of justice is violated by waging war without any for- 
mal declaration. 
For at least two centuries such declaration has 


been treated merely as a measure regulating the domestic rights 
of citizens and as formal notice to neutrals.

act of the Executive, the reason for the exercise of the extraor- 
dinary powers necessarily inherent in that department during 
war no longer exists. The question then has appreciably devel- 
oped—Is it the design of any constitutional form of government 
worthy the name, that having been duly deprived of a peaceful 
status by act of a congress, a congress can no longer restore 
that status without the consent of the executive? 


If that is the constitutional status of the American busi- 


ness man and citizen, then the moment Congress for his sole pro- 
tection declares a state of war, the Government ceases to be what 
it was, and becomes an absolutism.—(Selected)

The story of Its framing, of the strug- 
gle for its adoption and its final sanc- 
tion, is not dry reading.

HESE are the days of delusions, 
but happily comparatively few 


Americans are allowing themselves to 
be deluded. A spurious "idealism" 
la the mask for un-American propa- 
ganda. The true Idealist Is construc- 
tive IB his thoughts and Intentions). 
Tho mock idealist Is a destructlonlst 
and It Is the destrnctlouist "ideal" 
which Is boing.preached today by the 
native born anarchist of parlor and 
drawing room and by the foreign born 
anarchist of the soap box. Most of 
thp native born preachers of isms oth- 
er than Americanism, themselves are 
deluded, but most o£ the alien preach- 
ers are not. in the least deluded. They 
resent restraint of any kind, rule, law 
and order. Their Idea of perfect lib- 
erty Is the unrestricted right to do 
anything which their passions may 
dictate. They are (or no government 
and Inst of all are they for the Amer- 
ican government. 


It Is certain that these preachers 


never can delude the American people 
to the point of Inducing them to give 
np true liberty for a action, provided 
the people are on their guard anil that 
those of them who think lightly should 
be nigde to think rightly.. 


The* teachers of "Something better 


than Is to be found here," know as well 
as Edmund Burke knew that the peo- 
ple will never give np their liberties 
but under some delusion. Therefore 
it Is that these teachers seek to de- 
lude. They prey with argument up- 
on the weaknesses, the cupidities'and 
the passions of men. The unthinking 
are their quarry. They can do tittle 
harm If their efforts are met promptly. 
It Is thqthigh duty of Americans so 
to meet these preachers of "that state 
made perfect: because It knows uo 
law." 


Burke knew the people. He was 


one of the 'champions in the British 
parliament of the American colonies 
and of :'tlielr rights. It seems a su- 
perfluous' tiling to say that the people 
will pot give up their liberties unless 
"tftjfy are {deluded. Liberty Is the most 
precloup possession which a mnn has 
:glf^<h«i£f0r*, It is Inconceivable that 
"wittingly he would part 'with It. The 
strength of Burke's expression lies 
In the fact that he said It was only 
under delusion that the people would 
give up their liberties. When the peo- 
ple are ao deluded that they will part 
with that which counts most In the 
human life they have reached that 
state of decadence which Will make 
It forever Impossible for their genera- 
tion to recover that which has been 
lost.

of the Bellevue-Stratford yesterday 
afternoon at a luncheon given fol- 
lowing a meeting of the general 
state committee of tho Republicar 
women's committee at the Republicar 
state headquarters, 506 South Broad 
street. 


With the women were men repre- 


senting every element in the Repub- 
lican party of the state, the leading 
figures of both the progressive ant 
reactionary forces.

According to two decisions of the 


supreme court, he pointed out, that 
.he word male will be dropped auto- 
matically from the state constitution 
is soon as official notification comes 
from Washington that the thirty- 
;ix states have ratified the nineteenth 
amendment. 


"I am glad to think that Pennsyl- 


vania the great old citadel of Re- 
publicanism., took action upon the 
Su.^an JB. Anthony] amendment in 
ime to be of some service, as an 
example to other states,"' said Gov- 
ernor Sproul. 


He said that Pennsylbanta would 


'lav-e been the first or second state to 
lave ratified the amendment had it 
lot been that three readings of the 
•esolution were 
required in each 


branch of the legislature. 
Pennsyl- 


vania was the seventh state to ratify. 


"Pennsylvania is going to do every- 


thing possible to bring about a full 
participation by the women in the 
iffairs of the government," the 
•rnor said. "It is idle for us to cotn- 
ilain of the character of people elect- 
?d to office when we do not partici- 
pate in politics. 
Officeholders al- 


ways represent that part of their 
constituency which takes an active 
'riterest and sends them into office 
'iy goinv tt> the polls and voting for 
them." 


Governor Sproul pointed out that 


of the thirty-ifive states which ratified 
;he amendment, twenty-eight are Re- 
publican, and it has not been rejected 
by any Republican state, while six 
Democratic states have rejected it. 
He urged the women to stick to the 
party which has done things for the 
women at their suggestion without 
their vota. 


Senator Lenroot sounded the 


of the presidential campaign in a vig- 
orous address. 


The issues, as made by President 


Wilson and the Democratic party, 
are the preservation of the indepen- 
dence of the American people and 
the re-establishment in the United 
States of a republican form of gov- 
ernment in the place of the Wilson 
autocracy which now exists.. 


He said that there is a difference 


between the causes for America en- 
tering the war. President1 Wilson, 
he said, says we entered the war to 
make the world safe for democracy. 


"I say that, primarily, America did 


not enter the war to make the world 
safe for democracy," said Lenroot, 
"but to make America continue to be 
safe for liberty-" 


He brought out that the European 


nations carried away the spoils of 
war and now ask us to protect them. 
He- told of how Shantung was taken 
by Germany from China for the death 
of two missionaries. 
Japan entered 


the war and took Shantung. Then 
China entered the war, and expected 
the return of Shantung, but a secret 
treaty was made with Japan, he 
pointed out, by'which Shantung was 
handed to that country. 


"Under /the provisions of article 


ten of the ieace treaty we would have 
to fight on the side of Japan," he de- 
clared. 


"If there had been a league of na- 


tions and an article ten in 1776 there 
would have been no United States. 
France, instead of helping the colo- 
nies would have had to fight for Eng- 
land. In 1898, with an article ten, we 
could not have freed Cuba, but would 
have been compelled to fight on the 
side of Spain to subdue the Cuban 
patriots. This is the kind of thing 
to which article ten would bind us. 


"We have won the war, but we are 


not at peace. President Wilson is 
permitting an autocracy worse than 
the one we destroyed. He said we 
entered the war to make the world

Finally, after entirely too much procrastination, a clear-case 


has been established against Ludwig C. A. K. Martens, the "So- 
viet Ambassador" to the United States, and the way is open for 
his deportation. 


Martens' mission to this country was openly advertised as 


an effort to establish relations between the United States aqd 
Lenine, but between the lines of this declaration one could easily 
read the fact that he came to these shores for no other purpose 
than to plot against the government and to give encouragement 
to those who were trying to undermine American institutions. 
This has now been proved against him and no time should be lost 
in shipping him back whence he came. 


Martens brought millions in money. Not only was (he the 


friend of Russian anarchists and Bolshevists, but he hoped to 
bribe men in high places by offers of gigantic contracts for all 
manner of supplies to be sent to Russia to help bolster up the 
government of Lenine, which has been unable to get that coun- 
try back to a producing basis. He is a dangerous man and he 
ought not to have been permitted to land in the United States, 
much less openly represent Soviet Russia here—Harrisburg Tele- 
graph. 


DECLARING PEACE 


Has Congress the power to declare a stafe of peace, without 


entering into a treaty of peace ? That seems the chief if not sole 
question involved in the almost interminable discussion of the 
powers of Congress release Executive war control over the status 
of citizens. • 


It would seem as faulty to maintain that the power to engage 


in actual hostilities given to the Execuive carries with it exclu- 
sive^powcr to determine the civil status of citizens, as to contend 
that the power to declare war carries with it the exclusive right 
to end it. 


While Congress alone has the power to declare the existence 


of a state of war, there can be no question of the right and obli- 
gation of the Executive, in the event of invasion, to wage war 
of defense with all its instrumentalities, before any such declara- 
tion. Inde.ed.it is a settled principle of international law that 
no element of justice is violated by waging war without any for- 
mal declaration. 
For at least two centuries such declaration has 


been treated merely as a measure regulating the domestic rights 
of citizens and as formal notice to neutrals. 


But with actual hostilities at an end by a solemn military 


act of the Executive, the reason for the exercise of the extraor- 
dinary powers necessarily inherent in that department during 
war no longer exists. The question then has appreciably devel- 
oped—Is it the design of any constitutional form of government 
worthy the name, that having been duly deprived of a peaceful 
status by act of a congress, a congress can no longer restore 
that status without the consent of the executive? 


If that is the constitutional status of the American busi- 


ness man and citizen, then the moment Congress for his sole pro- 
tection declares a state of war, the Government ceases to be what 
it was, and becomes an absolutism.—(Selected)

In older to secure its adoption it was 
necessary for the great minds of the 
country to bend their energies to the 
proper interpretation of its provisions 
in order that the people thoroughly 
mlt'lit understand them and know be- 
jonil peradventuref that liberty was 
safeguarded to the utmost by the pro- 
posed pact.

thought sincerely that freedom was 
put lu jeopardy by the Constitution.

understood by the youth of America. 
The story of Its framing, of the strug- 
gle for its adoption and its final sanc- 
tion, is not dry reading.
